REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 1-5, 9-17, 20, 21 and 26 are allowed. The specific limitations of 
"...assigning a frequency (Fmeas) or wavelength (Ameas) value to discrete points within the 
continuous region of operation of the laser device, the value being assigned by: 
measuring the time from the resonance peak at the beginning of the sweep to the 
measurement instant (Tmeas), measuring the time required to sweep between adjacent 
resonance peaks (Tsegment) and calculate the value by extracting a value for Tmeas from 
Tsegment." in the Combination as claimed in claim 1 . The specific limitations of "...means 
for assigning a frequency (Fmeas) or wavelength (Ameas) value to discrete points within the 
continuous region of operation of the laser device, the value being assigned by: 
measuring the time from the resonance peak at the beginning of the sweep to the 
measurement instant (Tmeas), measuring the time required to sweep between adjacent 
resonance peaks (Tsegment) and calculate the value by extracting a value for Tmeas from 
Tsegment" in the Combination as claimed in claim 26. 

3. The examiner agrees with the applicant's argument that Glance in view of Li and 
Anton do not disclose the amended claimed limitations. 

4. The limitations stated above are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art 
of record in the examiner's opinion.
